.

Phoenixville, Pa 800-bed tubcrcuiat 
hospital. 
Tile action virtually completed

General Bradley said the main 
consideration in selecting the sites 
for new hospitals was tile proximity 
to recognized medical centers, in­ 
cluding medical schools. This, he 
said, will make it possible for vet- 
ter ens to receive treatment from 
spo< ialists on a part-time basis. 
Locations not near major medical 
centers, lie said, will serve as “feeder 
line " to medical center hospitals.
